The_anti-electionlsts' ticket, beaded 


by Francisco I; Maderio, now under 
arrest In San Luis Potosi, received 
about 20 percent of the vote cast In 
Mexico City. It Is estimated that be- 
tween 40,000 and 60,000 votes were 
cast In the capital. The city was free 
from disorder of a serious nature. 


Whatever fight there was against 


the administration seems to have been 
concentrated on the nominee for the 
vice presidency, who Is being groomed 
by the party In power as the suc- 
cessor of Diaz. Corral believes in the 
encouragement of American invest- 
ments In Mexico and protection of all 
foreign Interests In the republic, on 
the theory that they are necessary to 
progress. 
His active attitude in this 


respect has engendered widespread 
opposition to him, but by the same 
token his candidacy has been favored 
by the capitalistic class, domestic and 
foreign. 


Senor Corral Is a highly educated
